At 7 o'clock Ihe herders came trooping in 


with flocks of sheep. Nobody knows how 
much noise five thousand able-bodied sheep 
will make until he listens to their gabble. 
These sheep are driven out at daybreak each 
day, and the shepherd in charge doesn't re- 
turn them until evening. A sheep will go 
twelve hours without water and not suffer. 
That is why cattle cannot be ranged here— 
too far to water. The only water here- 
abouts is at this ranch. 


An Eastern man would say there wasn't 


enough grass on a thousand acres in the 
vicinity of this ranch to keep a dozen nheep 
a week, and yet these white-fleeced animals 
lick up the brown, chippy grass which lies 
like chaff on the ground, and arc actually 
fattening. 


How natural it is for Mexicans to handle 


sheep I 
Nearly all the help at this ranch 


are Mexicans. They came in just at dusk, 
swarthy fellows that they are, chatteiiug 
and jabbering jovially. At 7 80 o'clock a 
big triangle was sounded, and a break was 
made for supper. 


As there was ''company" in camp, Billy, 


the cook, not he who played so prominent' 
a part in "Trilby," but quite as interesting 
and unique a 
personage, requested his 


guests in advance to take the head of the 
table, and so we were there seated when the 
swarthy natives from our sister republic to 
the south of us took their seats. 
There 


were ten of them. 


''You see," said Billy, "sometimes 1 have 


fifteen or twenty boarders, and then, again, 
I don't hive five. The help eomes nnd goes. 
To-day there may be 8000 head of sheep on 
this ranch, and to-morrow there may not be 
2000 head. 
Sheen mutt be constantly 


changed from one pasturo 
to another. 


They'll die if not changed; and with these 
changes go the men." 


Eggs, mutton stew, boiled beef, beans, 


bread and butter, coffee and apple sauce 
constitute the bill of fare. 
The food was 


appetizing, well served, and we ate with a 
relish. 


For an hour after supper the men chatted 


and "yarned," and then rolled up in their 
blankets for the night. 
Half a dozen of 


them took possession of the porch, while 
some wont out and laid on the ground. None 
of them slept indoors. Not a sound during 
the night to disturb us in that far-away 
camp I 
But on the morning the first gleam 


of day brought them out, anil they were not 
two minutes in making their toilets and roll- 
ing up their blankets. After looking these 
fellows over, all of whom seemed to be well 
nigh physical perfection, I decided then and 
there that downy couches, broadcloth gar- 
Diets and rich pastry isn't essential to the 
rounding out of the physical man. 


Our stay was really pleasant here. The 


room assigned was large, well furnished, 
tidy, and the sheets and towels were spot- 
less.

RESTRICTIONS WHICH 
MAKE LIFE 


BURDENSOME. 


Thin In the Lot of tlie "Son or Heaven," 


the "King of King*"— Bed Tape That 
Binds the Ruler of China—Something 
About the Present Emperor. 


1 lim asked something about the private 


hit bits, the nioru Is and the ability of the 
emperor of China. Very little la known 
concerniiig him. 
Theoretically the sou 


of heaven, the king of kings, la a sacred 
being nud should be always spoken of 
with the greatest respect and reverence. 
It IB impossible for him to have faults or 
to coiuinit errors like ordinary men. 
TJo 


comes from divine ancestry, unil when ho 
dies ho takes his place among the gods, no 
matter what he says ur does while on the 
earth. 
Therefore the people who have an 


opportunity to know what Is going on 
within the Forbidden City, as the grounds 
nrouud tho palace are culled, are not like- 
ly to dlfiouss tholr ruler ns freely HS the 
subjects of other sovereigns do. None hut 
tho members of their court and their at- 
taches is allowed to enter the palace. 
The military guard is composed of chosen 
soldiers. All the servants and attendants 
aro persons whoso lives are spent in the 
puljioc', and who arc not allowed to leave 
It. Tho hands thnt have ministered to 
the emperor of China are never allowed to 
perform similar service for ordinary be- 
ings, and no servant loaves the Forbidden 
City. 
When a servant becomes too infirm 


to perform his duties, ho receives a pen- 
sion. 
If tho officials dosiro to got rid of 


him for any other reason, thoy out off his 
heart. 


The impression among the foreigners nt 


Peking, which Is bused upon casual gossip 
from members of tho court, is that tho 
present emperor is an improvement in both 
morals and Abilities over his predecessor, 
who exhausted his vitality by dissipation 
and was not more thun half wUtod. There 
are other signs also that the emperor Is a 
person of considerable firmness and deter- 
mination, although ho Is necessarily igno- 
rant of everything thnt occurs outside the 
Forbidden City, ejcoept so far us informa- 
tion talks through tho*e who surround 
him. 
llio rigid etiquette of tho oourtdoes 


not permit any one but his wives to have 
familiar conversation with hiui, and they 
are more ignorant than he, 


Tho emperor is educated In tho Chinese 


classics, and especially in the maxims of 
Confucius, upon which all Chinese morals, 
philosophy and jurisprudence ure bused, 
and several years ngo lie undertook to study 
the English language. 
Two students of 


the Tung Won college, of which Dr. Mar- 
tin, an American missionary, was presi- 
dent, wore his teachers, and he took a 
lesson every cloy at 1 o'clock-, 
At first 


they were required to perform the kotow 
in his prawned, which menns that they 
\vere compelled to conduct thuir lessons on 
their knees, with thuir foreheads pressed 
to the floor, but the tnoonvonionoo of this 
posture was soon realised, and the eiuperor 
guvo them porminslon to stand upright In 
his presence. 


Two touchers Instead of one wore selected 


for the same rotison that tho ministers and 
other officials of tho government always 
wait upon the emperor in pairs. No man 
Is allowed to soe him alone. 
Tho custom 


had its origin not only In the Chinese love 
of ceremony, but also in suspicion. If one 
of tho ministers had a private interview 
with tlio emperor, he plight misrepresent 
affairs to him or make accusations against 
tils cqllcaguos, or ho might e\en assault 
the sacred person. 
Therefore, as a precau- 


tion, the emperor never sees any one alone, 
and two tutors wore sent in order to avoid 
uny possibility of Improper communica- 
tion. FurtiiHrmoro, tho constant Intrigues 
at the Chinese court require the om'cials to 
keep close watch of each other. 


The tutors represented that tho emperor 


hnd a remarkable memory and learned 
Jflngliah rapidly. They reported thuO he 
was able to read and tulk Bnglish after a 
year or more of instmailan, but thoro is 
no way of corroborating their assertions. 


Tho einnutor is not physically strong, 


and there is a fear that he has constitu- 
tional ailments that will shorten his life, 
He has n physician who has been eduouted 
In tho modern science of medicine, and 
who keeps close watch of him, although 
he still adheres to the superstitions and 
practices of the ancients. 
He believes in 


incantations, conjuring and all that sort 
of thing. 
Native Chinese doctors are like 


the medicine men of tho Indians—they 
depend a good deal upon chariue, amulets, 
concoctions of serpents' teeth and birds' 
tongues and other heathenish pomblpq- 
tkins.. 


The emperor has boon trying to build 


up his. constitution by exercising on horso- 
buok and utj archery. Ho is said to be very 
skillful with the bow, and of late years he 
has practiced n good deal with shotguns 
and rifles. His exercise Is restricted and 
prescribed by tho etiquette of tho court, 
and is taken under tho direction of an offi- 
cial board with the greatest degree of 
formality possible, which must, of course, 
detract train the benefits received, His 
dictisnlso regulated by a board of man- 
darins. They select his food, make out his 
bills of furo and superintend their prepa- 
ration. 
1C is one of tho most important 


posts »t court to act as chief cook or stew- 
ard for tho emperor, and under an ancient 
custom, which amounts to law, he cannot 
partake of any article of food not upoq 
the menu without consulting the offieUila 
In charge of tho imperial table. 


The empurorof China Isonoof tho hard- 


est worked men in tho world, and, accord- 
lug to a curious custom that I have never 
hoard explained, he turns day into night. 
Some of the most important events in his 
daily programme tnke place after mKI- 
night, and he frcquuntly receives visitors 
by appointment at 8 and 4 o'clock in the 
morning. When Li Hung Chang returned 
to Peking from hii tour around the world, 
tho emperor received him and heard his 
reports bctwoon 4 and 5 o'clock u. m.—W. 
E. Curtis in Chicago Record.

ThiPnmd 
way good, not wide, but solid, and the rti- 
vineH were not dangerously precipifious. 
After Jour long hours we reached Car,«u 
Plains, a brand, level plateau. Hove, tor ton 
wiles, we moved along nt n uipid'giiit lie!' v 
us, to our lelt five or six Iniles, lay a bed ot 
crystallized ulkali and chlui-iile of sodium 
miles in extent. It wus dnr/'ling to the 
sight as H glUteued in tla noonday sun. 
Here iiinclmicn come fur GO iniks, unJ haul 
away this natural product ic.r their stock, 


At 1 o'clock we arrived at llubbaid's, a 


settlement eighteen miles farther west. This 
is a flat, level space in lite midst of the 
Coast Range, and a lew plucky fanners have 
come up here and are trying to umke a liv- 
ing growing wheat and barley. 
They haul 


all their provisions sevonty miles, and their 
produce the same distance, to maiket. Think 
of the tanners of 13ucka county hauling 
farm produce that distance over steep moun- 
tain roads! 
Of course they don't go "to 


market oft.cn—perhaps twice a year, and 
rarely have any ready cash except when 
they sell their grain. 
The fruits here 


amount lo almost nothing. 
A few apricots;' 


peaches, almondg and English walnuts are 
grown by iriigating, but water is too scarce, 
and costs too much lo pipe out ot.the moun- 
tains, to make it practical for (he farmer if 
moderate menus. 
But the distiict schools 


here are good. One district we passed had 
but seven scholars, and yet the teacher, a 
Los Angeles lady, received the -princely sal- 
ary of $75 per month for her services. Souie 
of the scholars traveled nine miles on horse- 
back daily from their homes.

and the placer gold mines thereabouts until 
next week.

banquets That Are Spread When a"W|g<t~ 


Bound 1'leet Gets Ita Anchors Up. 


"Besides the things that live in the wat 


ter," said aoollector, "there are numerous 
things thnt live in the mud and sand un- 
der It, many of which furnish food for 
fishes, which seize them when opportunity 
offers, or which perhaps dig them out. 
The Hturpeon, for instance, with Its sharp, 
pointed noee, plows a furrow In the mud 
on the bottom and then goes baok along It 
and picks up and oats whatever may have 
dropped into it, as worms dislodged by 
plowing drop into u furrow in a Held. 
, 


"Some curious or interesting specimens 


are found attached to timbers or other 
wood or materials imbedded m the mud. 
I came across once a plank half buried in 
the mud in shallow wuter. I worked my 
anchor under this plunk and turned it 
over, but it was heitvlor than one mnn 
could lift. 
There had been a lot of small 


soft clams in the mud along the edge of 
the plank, little bits of fellows, half an 
Inch long or so, and when I turned the 
plank over quite a number of them tum- 
bled iuto tho space where it had been. Two 
or tl roe minutes later a little blacknsh', 
maybe 0 or 8 inches long, cume out from 
some eel grass near by and made for tho 
place where the plank had been and began 
eating the little clams. It would pick one 
up and chow it up and spit out the shells 
and go for another. It was a feast for the 
little blacklist), probably the greatest, it had, 
ever struck, those dainty little clauas, and 
plenty of them, and nothing to do but eat 
them. 


"With n strong easterly gale blowing up 


the sound, many vessels bound east along 
the sound stick shelter in some of the har 
bora along the Connecticut shoro. 
Some- 


times in somo of these places you will find 
40 or 50 vessels, many of them, most oi 
them perhaps smaller, of 20 to fiO tons, but 
all with auchors overboard. 
In some ol 


those places yon will find vessels so thick 
sometimes that there is only room enough 
for them to swing, The wind oomes out 
in the night from iho north or the north- 
west, and they all got under way together, 
They all get their anchors at once, prac- 
tically tearing up the whole bottom and 
dislodging thousands and thousands oi 
animals that live in the mud. 
This is an 


occasion of feasting for all tho bottom feed- 
ing fishes thereabout. "—New York Sun, 


ROSE PLANTS. 


SOUTH 
DAKOTA 
PAYS 


DEBTS. 


Where They Should Be Planted and 


They Should Be Tended. 


When any plant in the flower garden be- 


gins to produce seeds freely, it usually in- 
clines to stnp flowering. 


Plants such as roses, which we desire to 


have flower as long as possible, should 
therefore not bo permitted to fruit. 
All 


faded roses should be at ouce rut away. 
Even those which arc known as ever bloom- 
ers are benefited by this practice. 
Indeed, 


tho reason that these roses have this length- 
ened period of flowering is that they show 
a natural indisposition to make growth. 


Bases flower only at the end of a young 


branch. 
When the faded flowers are out 


away, the buds in the leaf axils push into 
growth, and it Is. from this second starting 
of young; brunches that tho flowers come. 


Hoses, to succeed best, should bo plant- 


ed out in rhe open, never under the shade 
of trees or in any place where the routs of 
trees can reach them to monopolize any of 
their food. 
Roses arc gross liver? and re- 


quire a large amount of good food. 
Ac- 


cordingly, they do bettor placed whero 
nothing will have a ohance to encroach 
upon their rights. 


When one has a chance to prepare a bed 


for them just as it should he, the liettej 
way Is to remove the upper goil and dig 
out the su broil to the depth of two fep£- 
Tako a pick and nieljow up what Is possi: 
bio of the bottom of the pit. 
Then fill in 


with a mixture of good soil ann) old, thor- 
oughly rotted manure. 


These buds nuiy be made of any desired 


size or shape, and should always be pro- 
vided with u good druinnge, as roses will 
never endure having to stand in wator. 
They like water, a goodly quantity, when 
it can be administered according to their 
fancy. 
Baths of soap suds are beneficial, 


as well as being u fine preventive against 
insect life.—Philadelphia Press.
